| : HOSPITALS ~ 


Details in the annual report of the Al- 
tona District Hospital bring under notice two 
basic problems fronting those who have the 
hospital needs of the community at heart— 
available accommodation and rising costs. 


Thanks to the foresight and action of 
its pioneers, together with generous outside 
assistance and now government aid, Altona 
has so far been provided with sufficient 
facilities for general hospitalisation. 


The medern hospital in’ Altona will in a 
short time reach capacity. The addition of 
another ward will give a breathing space for 
but a limited period. :

a hospital in this area. The same.is the case 
with our northern neighbour, Sunshine. _ If 
- the undoubtedly strong case for a hospital in 
Sunshine were realised, would Altona’s case 
for a hospital be jeopardised or delayed? 


‘The question is not so much a matter 

of time but of intention. Surely it is not 

. unreasonable to ask, in view of the obvious 

future needs of our western metropolitan 

area, for a not so long view of the Charities 

Board plans. Joint action by the two coun- 
_cils is worth a thought. 


Rising costs (which are subject to strict 
government control) are inevitable. There 
are four sources available to meet all costs— 
government grants, federal hospital benefits, 
patients fees and donations. With little altera- 
tion in grants and federal aid ‘the burden 
is falling inequitably.on patients alone. 


For example, in comparing 1965 with 
two years earlier costs in Altona Hospital in- 
creased by £7000. With no increase in State 
or Fedéral aid patients paid the whole of 
this increase in additional or higher’ fees. 


The necessity of either facing the high 
charge for hospitalisation or paying a sub- 
stantial amount as an insurance should not be 
the only alternatives open to citizens. Con- 
sideration of a more reasonable means of 
meeting hospital needs and costs is long 
-overdue.

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By-Law To Control , 


Caravans 


The preparation of a 
By-Law to control the 
standing of caravans on 
private properties is not 
as simple as it sounds. 

Some time ago, the Altona 
Council recommended the 
bringing forward of a By-Law 
to control! caravans in the 
Shire. 

However, in drafting the By- 

Law the Shire Secretary (Mr. 
J. W. Waters) said council dir- 
ection will be necessary on a 
number of points. 
. Mr. Waters said most coun- 
cil’s control the standing of 
caravans on streets, but nof 
much mention is made of pri- 
vate property. 

The Local Government Act 
authorises the council to make 
a By-Law “Prohibiting or 
Tegulating the leaving, stand- 
ing of caravans on streets or 
roads and the placing of cara- 
vans on private property.” 

Mr. Waters said he requires 
council direction as to the 
maximum number of caravans 
“which should be standing on 
any property at one time, the 
-length of time they may be 
left standing and the places 
in which they may be left 
standing. : 


It appears caravans come 
under the Uniferm Building 
Regulations and should be no 
eloser than '4ft. to a boundary 
or within 20ft. of the street 
alignment. Exceptions could 
be made where there is no 
side access to a property. In 
this case a caravan could be 
permitted to stand between 
the street alignment and the 
front of the residence sub- 
ject to a specified time limit 
each year. 


Mr. Waters said provision 
will be made to limit the time 
for which notices reading 
“For Sale” or “For Hire” may 
be placed on a caravan. 


This is on the understand- 
ing that a person who owns a 
caravan should not be restric- 
ted from placing such avail- 
able for hire or for sale when 
ho longer required by the 
owner. In this case the By- 
Law could specify that the 
caravan must be the property 
of a person who resides on 
the residential property or is 
under @ purehase sgreement 
by the resident. : 

‘The draft By-Law is still 
being compiled and will be 
presented to the council as 
soon as possible. .
